2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The claimed invention relates to a plate pack, a plate module 
and a plate heat exchanger. Welded plate modules are stacked 
with intermediate sealings in annular grooves around each 
port. The groove wall adjacent to the port aperture extends in 
a discontinuous fashion, while the wall facing the interspace 
between the plates in the module extends continuously, forming 
an uninterrupted wall towards the flow channel. In this way, 
the risk of leakage is reduced, while yet allowing for 
expansion of the sealing.
